Houses fell he- 
fore the advancing lloml, cattle were 
swept away ami drowned, and the 
crops throughout the region round 
abrtu t were destroyed, A puny stream 
known as Uigby run, ordinarily three 
ur fuur feel wide, became a raging riv- 
er over How tug its hunks and sweeping 
away everything movable that came 
within its re.tch. Fortunately no loss 
of life is reported. 

St. Paul. June loth.— This morning 
as a train was crossing the Mississippi 
Kivit. above the Union Para, the en- 
gineer saw two nun standing on tlie 
bridge. 160 yards ahead -and about 
twenty feet apart. Suddenly one of 
the men leaped to the railing, raised 
his hands above his head, and jumped. 
The river mils 114 feet below. The 
man descended a few feet, then the 
body made a revolution, and for fifty 
feet further descended head foremost. 
There were two or three more revolu- 
tions of the body, but the man struck 


the water feet foremost. After the 
train bad passed be was seen to bob up 
serenely and swim to a limiting log. 
Hauling himself up on it he sailed 
gracefully down stream, apparently un- 
injured .
